Aileshire was traveling with Mc- 


Conuick Bros.' circus as head cook. 
This circus showed in Jackson yester- 
day and tho accident occurred ou the 
grounds. Just when and how, accounts 
differ. 
Mrs. Aleshire, mother of the 


injured man, who lives on John. street, 
received information that it happened 
about four o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
during the heavy wind storm. 
One of 


the big supporting poles of the main 
tent was blown down, falling among a 
number of the circus men. 
Aleshire 


was hit by the pole and crushed to the 
ground. 


Another account rcceievd by the 


Times in a special from. Jackson says 
that the accident happened at night 
after the evening's performance. Ale- 
shire was helping take down the main 
pole. All of the men were more or less 
under the influence of liquor and rather 
unsteady. 
They allowed the pole to 


slip and fall, and it caught Aleshire, 
crushing him to the ground. He was 
picked up unconscious and examined 
by Drs. Williams and Morgan, 
It was 


found that his skull was fractured, 
and the doctors pronounced .the case 
hopeless. 
He lingered throughout the 


night and morning, finally passing 
away at half -past 13 o'clock today. He 
never regained consciousness. 


Mrs. Aleshire, mother of the dead 


man, 
was notified this morning and 


went to Jackson on the B. & 0. S-W. 
this afternoon. She will bring the 
body here for burial. 


Charles Aleshire was about 20 years 


of age. He was born in this city and 
was always of a roving disposition. 
For the past four seasons he has been 
traveling with McOormick Bros. ' cir- 
cus, first as canvas man and later as 
cook. He remained in this city during 
tho past winter, leaving here March 
10th for Gallipolis, where he joined the 
show.

ns that wo must, have the gold dollar 
as a standard oecauso gold is of the

true, how can their other proposition 
be true, that if we establish free coin- 
ago of silver, all our gold will be 
shipped 
abroad? Why will 
it

shipped abroad if it is of tho same val- 
ue the world over? If they can get no 
more abroad for it than they can here, 
why ship it anywhere? 


Of what interest is the parity of 


gold and silver bullion to the masses of 
the people so long as a silver dollar 
will buy as nrach in our markets 
as a gold dollar?

demand. The fact is the Republican 
party, or more properly speaking, the 
jold element of the Republican party, 
seeks to place a fictitious value on gold 
by favoritism and class legislation, for 
speculative purposes.

TRUE 
BIMETALLISM. 


What Constitute* True Bimetallism— The 


Usieutlnl Quality of Primary Money. 


A correspondent who signs himself 


"A Republican," defends the republic- 
an platform of 1892 on the ground that 
the bimetallic standard is maintained 
by the use oi both gold and f.ilver in 
nearly corresponding amounts. Count- 
ing silver certificates as the equivalent 
of silver dollars, the amount of silver 
in circulation and in the treasury is 
but little loss than the amount of gold. 
Consequently, he argues, we have sub- 
stantial bimetallism. Our correspond- 
ent is in error. The use of money of 
two metals, one as money of xiltimate 
redemption, the other as tokea. money 
to be redeemed in primary money, does 
not constitute bimetallism. The essen- 
tial quality of primary money is its pow- 
er in paying1 debts, including1 the re- 
demption of currency. To acquire this 
power bullion of the two metals must 
be admitted to the mints on equal 
terms on some ratio. It is not neces- 
sary that the old ratio of sixteen to 
one be retained. If the ratio should 
be fixed at twenty to one and the dol- 
lar coined at that ratio be given equal 
debt-payingf power, bitinetallism is 
fairly established. The government 
has coined 433,000,000 standard silver 
dollars and issued treasury notes in 
payment of silver 
bullion to the 


amount of §137,000,000, But 'with a 
considerable part of this silver money 
in the treasury the government has 
borrowed 
5202,000,000 in gold to re- 


deem currency with. Under a bimet- 
allic system this money would have 
been used conjointly with gold money. 


la its capacity as a measure of val- 


ues only the kind of money in which 
all debts may be paid is considered. In 
times of financial distress the whole 
volume of the currency shrinks to that 
part of it which will be accepted in 
payment of debts. Unless the silver 
coined and that held as bullion is in* 
vested with 
the same debt-paying 


power that gold possesses it cannot be 
counted in making1 up the volume oi 
money by which the value of commodi- 
ties is measured.— San Francisco Bul- 
letin.

Common Pleas Judges. 


The Way They Picked Up me Plums Was 


Just Like Flndlnu TUem. 


Colllngsflets Kvery Vote on the Second 


Ballot and Miluar GetH Ju«t Enough on 


tLe Soveuth Although Be Hud Them 


Juat A* Certain on the First—The 


Prepared Program Carried 


Out In Detail. 


It took just ouo hour and forty min- 


utes for the Republican lawyers of this 
judicial district, the second division of 
the seventh district, to render their lit- 
tle program at the Grand opera house 
this morning. 
At 10 o'clock Judge J, 


M. Dawson called the assembly to or- 
der and introduced pyrotechnicians. L, 
Patterson, of Pike county, who started 
off with a brilliant display. At 11:40 
the fire was out. The prearranged pro- 
gram was carried out with scarcely a 
hitch. 


The engineers manipulated the judi- 


cial train with as much skill and pre- 
cision as did Foraker his gubernatorial 
train at Zanesvillo. Two stops were 
made. At the second station Judge 
Henry Oollings got on with a ticket 
good for five years and at the seventh 
station Juo. 0. Miluer, who missed 
connections at the first stop, caught up 
and jumped on with a five year ticket. 
The train pulled away, leaving Elmer 
0. Powell, of Jackson county, and G. 
W. Eeyo, of Lawrence, on the platform. 
The train will not pass again for five 
years. 


That is the story in a nut-shell. Full 


delegations from all the counties in the 
district, Adams, Jackson, Lawernce, 
Pike and Scioto, and a few .outsiders, 
wero present when Chairman Dawson 
called order and introduced' temporary 
chairman S. L. Patterson, of Pike. Cal- 
vin S. Reynolds, of Lawrence, and 
John D. Irons, of Jackson, were chosen 
for secretaries. Mr. Patterson made 
the usual general speech, treating of 
all the political topics between the 
financial policy of the last Democratic 
administration and the foreign policy 
of the next. Ho grew eloquent and 
figurative and recited his little essay 
in a very neat manner. 
The mention 


of the name of Sherman was followed 
by a funereal silence; of Harrison, by a 
few weak claps; of McKinley, by con- 
siderable cheering, find of Foraker by 
more noise than all the rest combined. 


C. E, Hard then moved that the 


counties bo called and the names of 
the members of the several committees 
bo announced. The following were 
the committees:

D. B. Phillips; Jackson, Elias Gran- 
da!!;'Lawrence, Col. H. A Mai-ting; 
Pike, C. T. Watkins; Scioto,.. Jas. A. 
Cleaver. 
.

lor; Jackson, R. U. Wilson; Lawrence, 
Dr. F. H. Williams; Pike, J. W. 
Stophousou; Scioto, A. T. Holcomb.

Adams, Juo. W. Hook; Jackson, John 
Harper; Lawrence, A. R 
Johnson; 


Pike, F. E. Dougherty; Scioto, C. E. 
Hard. 


Jackson county evidently wanted to 


"Resolve," ns they reported a man for 
the committee on resolutions, but there 
wero no others announced and no coni- 
mittoo wns chosen or no resolutions 
presented. 


The following wore announced as 


members of the judiciary committee: 


Adams, W. R. Mahaffoy; Lawrence, 


S. S, Littlojohn; Jackson, Juo. W. 
Higgins; Piko, W. H. Middleton; Sci- 
oto, Harry W, Miller. 


Tho convention recessed for ten min- 


utes to allow the committees to meet. 
After reassembling the committee on 
credentials, through Chairman Wilson, 
reported nil delegations full and no 
contests. The committee- on permanent 
organisation, through Chairman Crau 
dall, reported iu favor of making the 
temporary officers permanent, which 
was done. 
Tho committee on rules 


and order of business, through Chair- 
man Jno. W. Hook, reported limiting 
nomination speeches to five minutes, 
permitting each county to cast its full 
vote whether all are present or not, 
declaring the first candidate receiving 
a majority of all votes one nominee 
and the second the other. This was 
adopted unanimously and the conven- 
tion 
proceeded immediately to the 


nominations, 


Capt, T, C. Downing, of Winchester, 


started out with a climax, saying that it 
gave him great pleasure to nominate 
Judge- Henry Callings. 
He. said that 


everybody in Adams county, irrespec 
tivo of color, sex or party, wns for Col- 
lings and that he had given en tiro sat- 
isfaction 
during his first fivo years. 


The captain said that the legislature 
had seen fit in its wisdom, with a pecu- 
liar emphasis on "wisdom," to. put 
Adams county into this district; and 
that Adams had no kick to make but 
did want Ceilings kept on the bench 
another term. 


C. C. McCormick, a young man of 


Wellston, nominated Elmer C. Powell 
with much eloquence and flourish of 
trumpets. 


A. R. Johnson, of Irouton, named G. 


\V. Koye, of the same city, and iu his 
enthusiasm almost convinced the con- 
vention that he meant what he said. 
Ho jollied all the other candidates and 
then eulogized Lawrence's man. He 
told how for thirty years the Republi- 
cans of Lawrence had como to Ports- 
mouth and fought, bled and died to 
elevate Scioto comity lawyers to the 
bench. He told how Lawrence had 
made Judges Harper, Thompson, Bau- 
non and Dover all that they ore today, 
or over will be. He said that little 
Adams hadn't had a thing for twenty 
years until 
generous 
whole-souled 


Lawrence gave her a congressman; that 
Pike was wandering through the polit- 
ical desert with parched tongue and 
cracked lips until Lawrence led them 
to the Oasis James. He said also that 
the Lord knows that Lawreuce has 
raised Scioto county and begged all 
of the counties to pay some of thoir old 
debts by giving Koye the bench after 
Dover gets through with it. He talked 
s:> eloquently and so emphatically that 
many thought lie was in earnest. 


Pike had no candidate and Scioto 


presented the winner, Jno. C. Miluer, 
through A. T. Holcomb. Mr. Holcomb 
said he came not to speak in praise of 
MiliK-r and theu proceeded to eulogize 
Jno. C. He said that the life and 
property of the people for five years 
would depend on the action of this con- 
vention. 
He presented a few counter 


claims to offset Lawrence's big bill and 
struck a trial balance showing the 
accounts to be. about even. * 


This closed the nominations, and C. 


E. Hani moved that the rules be sus- 
pended and Judge Callings • made the 
nominee for one of the positions by ac- 
clamation. Capt. Downing, of Adams, 
thanked Charley ,aud seconded his ruo- 
tioii. Johnson, of Lawrence, and Hig- 
gius, of Jackson, raised a point of or- 
der. The motion was put, however, 


and lost. The ballotting proceeded, 
the first ballot resulting as follows: - 


Milner, 20^; Ceilings, 40^; Powell, 


20>£';Keye, 28 }£. Each county voted 
for "its own candidate, Pike dividing 
her ten votes around evenly. On the 
second ballot, Gollings got the entire 
87 rotes and was declared the nominee 
for one of the positions on the bench. 
On the third ballot Milner got 43; 
Keye 24 and Powell 21. Each candi- 
date had his own county solid and Mil- 
ner had Adams' 15 votes. Pike, with 
her little 10 votes, ield'the key and 
had all the fun. 
She gave Milner 4, 


Keye 3 and Powell 8 onjeach ballot up 
to the sixth, when she gave each candi- 
date 8K- Everybody knew that Pike 
would give Milner the two votes he 
needed, and that she could do nothing 
else, but Pike wanted to have a little 
fun first. Then again, Pike had to 
hold out for a few ballots to give the 
proceedings the appearance of a genu- 
ine convention. 
When called on the 


seventh ballot, .Pike's ten men asked 
permission to consult; and retired be- 
hind the scenes. They occupied only 
half of the'three minutes allotted them 
by the convention for consultation. 
They returned and cast six votes for 
Milner, two for Keye and two for 
Powell, giving Milner 44 votes and the 
nomination. W. D.JOorns, of Iron- 
ton, made the formal motion to make 
it unanimous, and it was so made. 


Mr. Hard made 'a motion authorizing 


the judicial committee to decide which 
of the two nominees should filljthe add- 
edjpositiou and which the old one, after 
which the convention adjourned. 


The committee appointed at the con- 


gressional convention to arrange for 
the Tenth district train to the St. Louis 
convention, was called to meet at the 
Biggs House after adjournment and 
discuss plans for the trip.
